FOOTBALL 


Because  of  the  loss  of  twelve  lettermen  and  several  key  reserves  from  the  1949  team,  Coach 
Moco  Mercer  experienced  his  first  season  under  .500  since  taking  the  Spartan  helm.  In  spite  of 
a 3-5  record,  the  Spartans  still  played  plenty  of  good  football. 

Among  the  brighter  spots  was  the  14-0  homecoming  victory  over  Central,  which  length- 
ened the  consecutive  string  of  wins  over  homecoming  foes  to  twelve. 

Another  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  near  victory  the  Spartan  gridders  posted  against  the 
unbeaten  St.  Ambrose  Bees.  In  this  game,  U.D.  matched  the  highly-touted  Davenport  team 
in  all  departments,  losing  by  only  one  touchdown. 

Culver-Stockton  college  of  Canton,  Missouri,  found  the  Key  City  gridsters  at  their  best 
form  of  the  season.  Taking  complete  charge  of  the  ball  game  from  the  kick-off,  the  masterful 
Spartans  rampaged  to  a 35-0  win. 

It  might  be  noted  that,  excepting  the  Western  Illinois  loss,  the  Spartans  were  never  beaten 
by  more  than  eight  points.  This,  coupled  with  a good  record  in  first  downs  and  total  yardage, 
throws  a different  light  on  the  19  50  University  of  Dubuque  football  squad. 

Among  individual  highlights  was  the  selection  of  halfback  Bob  Purcell  as  an  honorable 
mention  candidate  of  the  1950  Little  All-American  football  team. 

Captain  Bob  Bove  and  Purcell  were  both  selected  on  the  firt  teams  All-Southern  division, 
Iowa  Conference  squad. 

Capt.  Bove  and  freshman  fullback  Rip  Gulliford  were  selected  on  the  Culver-Stockton  col- 
lege’s all-opponents  team. 

Coach  Mercer  awarded  25  letters  this  past  season. 

Bob  Purcell  led  the  scoring  parade  with  73  points,  followed  by  Cantrill  "Rip”  Gulliford 
with  18  points,  Felix  North  12,  and  Ron  Finchman,  Don  McDonald,  Bob  Wickland  and  Dick 
Valentine  each  with  6 markers.  Buck  Herzog  kicked  four  extra  points.  Jack  Strouse  blocked 
a punt  which  resulted  in  a safety  accounting  for  the  remaining  two  points.

With  the  return  of  six  lettermen  from  the  1949-50  squad,  the  prospects  for  the  1950-51 
season  were  very  promising.  But  the  loss  of  Captain  Leroy  Watts  was  felt  more  than  antici- 
pated, and  as  a result  the  Spartans  were  an  up  and  down  ball  club. 

Starting  of  the  season  on  a trip  north  the  Spartans  tasted  defeat  in  their  first  encounter  at 
the  hands  of  Winona  State  Teachers  64-54,  but  they  bounced  back  at  the  next  game  to  beat 
LaCrosse  State  Teachers  in  the  last  second  60-59. 

Before  opening  their  conference  play  the  Spartans  downed  Wisconsin  Tech  41-24  and 
bowed  to  Western  Illinois  72-67.  Parsons  visited  Dubuque  for  the  conference  opener  and  were 
nipped  65-64. 

The  Spartans  traveled  west  during  the  Christmas  holidays  and  defeated  South  Dakota 
University  63-61,  Yankton  College  57-53,  and  then  lost  to  Morningside  College  69-61. 

After  the  vacation  the  local  quintet  walked  over  Buena  Vista  65-41  but  faltered  in  the 
second  half  at  Wartburg  and  lost  75-69  in  an  overtime. 

Avenging  two  defeats  last  year  the  Spartans  rolled  over  St.  Ambrose  85-56  and  then  took 
their  third  conference  win  at  the  expense  of  Iowa  Wesleyan  79-52. 

Then  the  bottom  fell  out  of  the  Spartans’  title  hopes  as  they  lost  consecutive  conference 
games  on  the  road  to  Central  58-56  and  Simpson  68-56. 

The  next  week  the  locals  defeated  Wartburg  in  their  second  game  69-66  before  being 
mauled  by  Parsons  90-68.  Wisconsin  Tech  was  again  swept  aside  70-47,  but  Knox  College 
trimmed  the  Spartans  68-59.  They  went  on  from  here  to  win  their  next  two  conference  games 
from  Iowa  Wesleyan  76-51  and  Central  78-53. 

St.  Ambrose  evened  the  score  with  the  Spartans  for  the  year  by  handing  them  a 74-60  lick- 
ing which  was  followed  by  their  second  defeat  by  Winona  State  Teachers  62-54. 

Playing  their  last  game  of  the  year  the  Spartans  showed  championship  form  by  smother- 
ing the  Simpson  Redmen  at  McCormick  Gym  71-48. 

Closing  their  collegiate  careers  were  the  following  Spartans:  Captain  Rhys  Hutchison, 
Paul  Leuhr,  Bryan  Cannon,  and  Ron  Stewart.

Its  primary  purpose  is  to  exalt  the  gospel 
of  salvation  through  Jesus  Christ,  and  to  instill  such  fervency  of  spirit  and  consecration  of  tal- 
ent that  the  Christian  evangel  will  find  adequate  expression  and  efficient  application  in  every 
field  of  church  service. 

The  Seminary  offers  a Bachelor  of  Divinity  and  the  Master  of  Theology  degree  in  the 
field  of  Rural  Church  and  Life.
